2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
preparation of liposomes containing a compound selected from the group consisting of 
a phospholipid modified with a polyalkylene oxide, and a compound containing a 
polyalkylene group via supercritical or subcritical carbon dioxide conditions was not 
found in the prior art. The PEGylated liposomes prepared via the supercritical or 
subcritical carbon dioxide method of the instant claims provide an increased uptake of a 
nonionic iodine contrast agent within the liposome over liposomes prepared via prior art 
methods. Due to the increased uptake of contrast agent the compositions are materially 
different as prepared by this process.
